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MAIN FEATURES 


Care should be taken in the interpretation of month-to-month movements in these 
estimates. Survey estimates are subject to sampling and non-sampling variability 
as explained in paragraphs 14 to 18. Attention is directed to paragraph 20 concerning 
interpretation of seasonally adjusted estimates. 


Between June and July 1984 the seasonally adjusted number of unemployed fell by 
36,400, offsetting the increase in unemployment between May and June 1984 (+29,400). 
The fall in seasonally adjusted unemployment was mostly due to a decrease in’ the 
number of males, both those looking for full-time work and those looking for part-time 
work. The seasonally adjusted unemployment rate fell from 9.3 per cent to 8.8 per cent 
and, with little change in the seasonally adjusted level of employment, the partici- 
pation rate fell from 61.0 per cent to 60.7 per cent. 


In original terms, employment rose by 27,400, unemployment fell by 38,800 and the 
unemployment rate fell by 0.5 percentage points. Almost all of the change in the level 
of employment and of unemployment was due to higher employment and lower unemployment 
in New South Wales and Victoria. 


Since July 1983, employment has risen by 231,100 (155,200 full-time and 75,900 part- 


time) and the number of persons unemployed has fallen by 91,900. The unemployment rate 
has fallen by 1.4 percentage points over the last twelve months.

9. The labour force comprises all 
persons who, during the survey week, were 
employed or unemployed, as defined above. 


10. The labour force participation 
rate for any group is’ the labour force 
expressed as a percentage of the civilian 
population aged 15 and over in the same 


group. 

ll. Full-time workers are those who 
usually worked 35 hours or more a week 
and others who, although usually part- 


time workers, worked 35 hours or _ more 
during the survey week. Part-time workers 
are those who usually worked less than 35 
hours a week and who did so during the 
survey week.

REVISION OF SERIES 


13. Following the change in official 
population estimates to a place of usual 
residence basis after the 1981 Census of 
Population and Housing, the population 
benchmarks used in the estimation of 
labour force survey data are compiled 
according to place of usual residence. 
The February 1984 issue of "The Labour 
Force, Australia" (6203.0) contained 
labour force estimates from February 1978 
to February 1984, compiled on the new 
usual residence basis along with an expl- 
anation of the change to the population 
estimates and its consequent effect on 
labour force survey estimates. 


RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 


LAs Since the survey estimates are 
based on information obtained from 
occupants of a sample of dwellings they, 
and the movements derived from them, are 
subject to sampling variability; that is, 
they may differ by chance from_ the 
figures that would have been produced if 
all dwellings had been included in the 
survey. One measure of the likely 


difference is given by the standard 
errore There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate will differ 
by less than one standard error from the 


figure that would have been obtained if 
all dwellings had been included in the 
survey, and about nineteen chances in 


twenty that the difference will be less 


than two standard errors.

17. Examples of the calculation and 
use of standard errors are given below: 


(a) The estimate of 339,300 unemployed 
males looking for full-time work 
in July 1984 has a standard error 
of about 6,200. Therefore there 
are about two chances in three 
that the number that would have 
been produced if all dwellings had 
been included in the survey will 
be within the range 333,100 to 
345,500 and about nineteen chances 
in twenty that the number will 


be within the range 326,900 to 
351,700. 
(b) The estimate of movement in the 


number of unemployed males looking 
for full-time work from June 
to July 1984 is a decrease of 
10,400. The standard error of this 
monthly movement is about 5,100. 
Therefore there are about’ two 
chances in three that if all 
dwellings had been included in the 
surveys the movement would have 
been within the range -15,500 to 
-5,300 and about nineteen chances 
in twenty that it would have been 


within the range -20,600 to 
-200. 
18. The imprecision due to’ sampling 


variability, which is measured by the 
standard error, should not be confused 
with inaccuracies that may occur because 
of imperfections in reporting by respond- 
ents, errors made in collection such as 
in recording and coding of data, and 
errors made in processing the data. Ia- 
accuracies of this kind are referred to 
as the non-sampling error, and they may 
occur in any enumeration, whether it be a 
full count or a sample. Every effort is 
made to reduce the non-sampling error. to 
a minimum by careful design of question- 


naires, intensive training and 
vision of interviewers and 
operating procedures.

SEASONAL ADJUSTMENT 

19. Seasonally adjusted series are 
published in Tables 2 and 5. The figures 
in these tables were revised in the Feb- 
ruary 1984 issue of this publication. As 
happens with all seasonally adjusted 
series, the seasonal factors are reviewed 
annually to take account of each addit- 
ional year”s original data, the latest 
review being in February 1984 which re- 
vised the monthly series back to February 
1978. Information about the method of 
adjustment and seasonally adjusted fig- 
ures for all months since February 1978 
were published in an appendix to "The 
Labour Force, Australia, February 1984" 
(6203.0). 


20. The large increase in unemployment 
in 1982 and 1983 may have been accompan- 
ied by a change in the seasonal pattern. 
It would not be possible to quantify any 
such change adequately until some addit- 
ional years” data are available. Partic- 
ular care should therefore be exercised 
in interpreting current movements in 
these seasonally adjusted estimates.
